meet to-morrow the last session of | 
the Administration of President Roose- 
velt. Most of the members of both houses 
are in the city to-night and discussion

Senator Newlands will introduce a bill 
providing for the appropriation necessary 
to enable the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission to carry out the work of apprais- 
ing the roads. This bill will be based on 
the theory that the Hepburn act gave the 
commission all the needed authority, and 
that it only remains to supply the funds. 
This is in accord with the commission's 
present view of its powers. 

Senator La Follette will go on the the- 
ory!that sufficient power has not been 
given the commission or, if it has, that it 
has not been sufficiently defined, and 
that the plan of campaign has not been 
defintely marked out. His fight will be to 
induce Congress to direct the commission 
to proceed at once to a direct valuation 
of all roads in the country. 

Senator Foraker will renew his attempt 
to have passed the bill authorizing the 
re-enlistment of the negro soldiers who 
were discharged without honor on account 
of the Brownsville riot. Senator Bever- 
idge will make an effort to obtain early 
consideration of his Child Labor bill, and 
Senator Carter will press the Postal Sav- 
ings Bank bill. 

Will Consider Japanese Compact. 


This eertain that the recent agreement 
made between the United States and 
Japan will receive early consideration at 
the hands of the Senate. Already a 
number of Senators have privately ex- 
pressed disapproval of the fact that the 
compact was entered inte without con- 
sulting the Senate. 

Both Houses will receive recommenda- 
tions from the Congressional Monetary 
Commission looking to changes in the 
laws regulating the supervision of Na- 
tional banks. There also is a considerabla 
element in both Houses favorable to such 
changes in the Sherman anti-trust law as 
will provide immunity for some of the 
combinations, like labor unions, which 
have been held to be in restraint of trade, 
and which it is contended are not injuri- 
ous. Many also desire the amendment of 
the Inter-State Commerce law so as to 
permit tariff agreements among the rail- 
roads and to eliminate the commodities 
clause of the law.

CASTRO MUST APOLOGIZE. 


Otherwise, Uniess He Is Very Ill, 


France Will Not Let Him Land. 


ARIS, Dec, 6.—I? President Castro of 
Vtnezuela comes to Bordeaux he will not 
be allowed to set foot on French soil until 
he has offered a formal apology for the 
fashion in which he has insulted France. 
This decision was arrived at by the Cab- 
inet at its meeting yesterday, but it was 
kept a secret for two reasons: First, be- 
cause it was suspected that Castro might 
disembark at Santander, Spain, and, sec- 


jond, because his physical condition may be 


such that humanitarian motives might 
render immediate care at a hospital im- 
perative, 

Should he arrive at. Bordeaux, how- 
ever, and his illness not be serious, the 
Cabinet has determined that the Vene- 
zuelan President must make public amend 
for his ignominious expulsion of M. Taig- 
ny, the French Chargé d'Affaires, from 
that country in January, 1906. 

Permission to land will be made condi- 
tional upon, first, the dispatch of an of- 
ficial telegram of apology to the French} 
Government, and, after that, the dispatch | 
of telegraphic instructions to Caracas for | 
the immediare execution of the arbitral | 
award in the matter of the French claims, 
which France asserts Castro has ignored, 

Dr. Domingo Castillo, the Venezuelan 
Consul General at Hamburg, and D, Es- 
calante, Consul General at Liverpool, 
passed through Paris to-day on their way 
to Santander, presumably to meet Pres- 
ident Castro. 


ROTTERDAM, Holiand, Dec. 6.—The

A movement looking to the restoration 
of the purchasing power of the railroads 


or more, has been undertaken by the 
Railway Business Association, an organ- 


j ization recently formed by representatives 


of the many large manufacturing con- 
cerns which supply 
their equipment. One of the objects of 
the association, which has already en- 
rolled a membership representing a com- 
bined capital of nearly $ 
pursuade boards of trade throughout the 
United States to pass resolutions looking 
to the discouragement of anti-railroad 
legislation. 

Members of the newly formed associa- 
tion say that hasty legislation in recent 
years is largely responsible for the con- 
dition in which the railroads now find 
themselves, a condition which has 
terred them from large 
equipment, 
ment of the manufacturers who have 
formed the Railway Business Association. 

The propaganda of the association is 
somewhat unique. Its motive is described 
as ‘enlightened self-interest,’’ and its 
members say that because of the inability 
of the railroads to spend money for new 
equipment many large supply plants have 
been shut down and many others have 
been compelled to run half time. The 
manufacturing concerns, whose principal 
customers are the railroads, employ, when 


purchases of 


times are good, about 1,500,000 men, it is} 


estimated. A large proportion are skilled 
employes receiving high wages. 

The reason for the organization of the 
association is that these manufacturers 
want business, the employes want work. 
Members of the association say that the 
manufacturing concerns which supply the 
railroads with equipment, the tradesmen 
from whom the employes of the manu- 
facturing concerns buy the necessaries of 
life, and even the railroad employes them- 
selves, are suffering from the shutting 
off, in part, of that vast stream of money, 
which amounted to nearly §$2,500,000,000 
in 1907. 

The association contends. that the anti- 
railroad legislation in recent years has 
resulted in filling investors with appre- 
hension as to the security of railroad in- 
vestments, has restricted the borrowing 
power, and hence the restriction of the 
purchasing power of the railroads. 

The question which the newly formed 
association has set about to answer is: 
“What is the cure for the present con- 
dition of the railroads?"”" And its an- 
swer is this: ‘‘ Stop the agitation.’”’ One 
object of the association is to band to- 
gether all those directly interested in a 


movement to make the railroad situation 
better understood and to foster a pub- 
lic opinion favorable to viewing trans- 
portation problems without prejudice. 
The campaign outlined by the associa- 
tion is designed to call the attention of 
members of Congress and of the Legis- 
latures to the widespread demand ex- 


| isting for a commercial breathing spell. 


Recently the Illinois Manufacturing As- 
sociation, which had made forcible de- 
mands upon the railroads, passed a reso- 


jlution declaring that “all interests have 


suffered by loss of confidence in the se- 
curity of investments,”’ and urging legis- 
lators, State and National, to ‘“ dis- 
courage all measures having a tendency 
to continue or aggravate the agitation 
against corporate interests and to sup- 
port all legislation which, without injury 
to their own constituents, wili tend to 
allay the hostility toward business con- 
ducted under corporate form, including 
manufacturing, commercial, and trans- 
portation companies, while the new laws 
on the statute books are being tried out.”

Sunday 
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High Pressure Water Main Bursts and 
Makes Paving Blocks Fly. 


People passing the corner of Washing- | 
ton and Johnson Streeets, Brooklyn, yes- 
terday evening shortly before 
were taken by surprise when a stream of | 
water shot into the air from the street, 
taking with it paving stones and débris. 
An investigation showed that a 20-inch 
high-pressure fresh-water main used in 
the fire service of Brooklyn had burst. 
The neighborhood was flooded and the 
tracks used by the Coney Island and 
Brooklyn Railroad and Brooklyn Rapid} 
Transit cars to and from Manhattan were 
undermined and the service was stopped 
for a time. 

According to Acting Chief McKay of 
the Water Department, the maim had been 
weakened by the settling of the street at 
that point, and when the high-pressure 
test was made, according to the custom of} 
testing the main every eight hours, a 
weakened joint gave way and the break 
occurred as a result.

Klausnitzer Finds Oil and Gas Where

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 6.—From ab- 
ject poverty to affluence and the possi- 
bility of abundant wealth—this has been 
the change wrought in the fortunes of} 
Frank Klausnitzer because of his faith 
in dreams. 

A week ago Klausnitzer was without a 
cent. 

To-day his income is roughly estimated 
to be $54 a day, and when he develops 
the oil and gas wells he found by reason 
of his dream he will increase his income. 
For the oil and gas are there, experts 
say, in limitless quantities. 

Klausnitzer lives in a shack near the 
Shields farm in Butler County. He came 
from Bohemia seven years ago, bringing 
His wife and three children. He worked 
at odd jobs in New York and Buffalo, 
and finally drifted to Butler County. He 
managed to eke out a scant living until 
the night of the dream. 

Having firm faith in his vision, Klaus- 
nitzer came to Pittsburg to interest capi- 
tal. He was laughed at, but finally a 
man with money and faith was found. 


He advanced the money for the drilling 
operations and he has been rewarded.

What lies behind this in fact is the wrath 
of the President, the President-elect, and 
their friends at the fit of sulks displayed 
by Vice President Fairbanks and his In- ‘ 
diana crowd after the Chicago Conven- 
tion. Mr. Smith is a cousin of Mr. Fair- 
banks, and the latter frequently 
charged with having an interest in The 
Indianapolis News.

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THE PRESIDENT REPLIES. 


Says the Charges of a Panama Canal 
Scandal Are False. 

HOT SPRINGS, Va., Dec. 6.—The fol- 

lowing correspondence passing between 


President Roosevelt and William Dudley 
Foulke has been made public by the 
latter: 

Hot Springs, Va., Nov. 29, 1908. 
President—The Indianapolis News, 
the campaign, but even 
after has repeatedly and 
continually making serious charges against 
your Administration, as well as against 
Mr, Taft, in connection with the Panama 
purchase, as, for example, the following: 

THE PANAMA MATTER, 

The campaign is over, and the people will 
have to vote to-morrow without any off!- 
cial knowledge concerning the Panama 
Canal deal. It has been charged that the 
United States bought from American citl- 
zens for $40,000,000 property that cost 
those citizens only $12,000,000. Mr. Taft 
was Secretary of War at the time the ne- 
gotiation was closed. There is no doubt 
that the Government paid $40,000,000 for 
the property. But who got the money? 
We are not to know. The Administration 
and Mr. Taft do not think it right that the 
people should know. 

The President's brother-in-law is _ in- 
volved in the seandal, but he has nothing 
to say. The candidate’s brother has beep 
charged with being a member of the syn- 
dicate. He has, it is true, denied it. But 
he refuses to appeal to the evidence, all of 
which is tn the possession of the Admin- 
istration, and wholly Inaccessible to out- 
siders. For weeks this scandal has been 
before the people. The records are in 
Washington, and they are public records. 
But the people are not to see them—till 
after election, if then. 

Even after the election this has been con- 
tinued, {it being said that Mr. Taft's 
‘weakness’ in Indiana (where he ran 
many thousands ahead of any other Re- 
publican candidate) was due in great meas- 
ure to this alleged ‘“‘scandal.’* What are 
the facts in regard to it? Where are these 
** inaccessible records? ”’ When did they 
come into the possesion of the Government, 
and what do they contain? If the state- 
ments of The News are true our people 
ought to know it; if not true, they ought 
to have some just means of estimating what 
credit should be given in other matters to 
a journal which thus disseminates false- 
hoods. Yours, 

WILLIAM DUDLEY FOULKE. 
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President Roosevelt's Reply. 
President Roosevelt’s reply follows: 
White House, Washington, 
Dec. 1, 1908. 
“My Dear Mr.; Foulke: I have re- 
ceived your letter of the 29th ult. and 
have read it in connection with your 
previous letters inclosing quotations from 
The Indianapolls News, a paper edited 
by Mr. Delavan Smith. As Mr. Smith 
certainly knew that all the statements 
he made were false, both as to this 
Panama matter and as to the other mat- 
ters of which you inclose me clippings, 
and inasmuch, therefore, as the exposures 


of the falsity will not affect his future 5 


statements I am not very clear what 
good will result from such exposure. 
But inasmuch as you evidently earnest- 
ly desire some answer to be made, and 
inasmuch as you say that some reputable 
people appear to believe the falsehoods 
of the News ané Mr. Smith, and tnas- 
much as you seem to think that his false- 
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* falsehood 


‘hoods as regards the Panama matter are 
the most prominent, I will answer them. 
The News states in one of its issues 
that probably some of the documents 
dealing with the matter have been de- 
stroyed. This is false. Not one has 
been destroyed. It states that the last 
documents were sent over in June of 
this year, the object of this particular 
being, apparently, to connect 
the matter in some way with the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Taft. Asa matter of fact, the 
Sast papers that we have received of any 
kind were sent over to us in May of 1904, 
end they have been accessible to .every 
human being who cared to look at them 
ever since, and are accessible now. 

Any reputable man within or without 
Congress, Repuplican or Democrat, has 
now and always has had the opportunity 
to examine any of these documents. You 
quote The News as stating that “ The 
people have no official knowledge con- 
eerning the Panama Canal deai.” The 
fact is that the people have had the most 
minute official knowledge; that every im- 
portant step in the transaction and every 
important document have been made pub- 
Mic in communications to Congress and 
throvgh the daily press, and the whole 
matter has been threshed over in all its 
details again and again and again, 

The News gives currency to the charge 
that “The United States bought from 
American citizens for $40,000,000 property 
that cost these citizens only $12,000,000." 


The statement is false. The United States 
did not pay a cent of the $40,000,000 to 
any American citizen. The News says 
that there is no doubt that the Govern- 
ment paid $40,000,000 for the property, and 
continues—‘* but who got the money? We 
are not to know. The Administration and 
Mr. Taft do not think it right that the 
eople should know.”’ Really, this is so 
udicrous as to make one feel a little im- 
patient at having to answer it. 


Paid to French Government. 


The fact has been officially published 
again and again that the Government 
paid $40,000,000, and that it paid this $40,- 
000,000 direct to the French Government, 
getting the receipt of the liquidator ap- 
pointed by the French Government to re- 
ceive the same. The United States Gov- 
ernment has not the slightest knowledge 
as to the particular individuals among 
whom the French Government distributed 
the sum. This was the business of the 
French Government. 

The mere supposition that any Ameri- 
can received from the French Govern- 
ment a “rake-off” is too absurd to be 
discussed. It is an abominable false- 
hood, and it is a slander, not against 
the American Government, but against 


the French Government. The News con- 
tinues, saying that “the President’s 


brother-in-law 1s involved in the scandal, | 


but he has nothing to say.”” The Presi- 
dent’s brother-in-law was involved in no 
scandal. Mr. Delavan Smith and_ the 
other people who repeated this falsehood 
lied about the President’s brother-in-law; 
but why the fact that Mr. Smith lied 
should be held to involve Mr. Robinson 
in a “ scandal” is difficult to understand. 

The scandal affects no one but Mr. 
Smith; and his conduct has been not 
merely scandalous, but infamous. Mr. 
Robinson had not the slightest connection 
of any kind, sort or description at any 
time or undervany circumstances with the 
Panama matter. Neither did Mr. Charles 
Taft. The News says that Mr. Taft was 
@ member of the “ syndicate.”’ So far 
as I know there was no syndicate; there 
certainly was no syndicate in the United 
States that to my knowledge had any 
dealings with the Government directly or 
indirectly; and inasmuch as there was no 
syndicate, Mr. Taft naturally could not 
belong to it.

Congress can have them all 
printed if it wishes; but no Congressman 
has ever so far intimated any desire that 
this should be done; I suppose because to 
print such a mass of documents would be 
@ great expense, and, moreover, an entire- 
ly useless expense, unless, which is not 
the case, there was some object in print- 
ing them. 

Now, my dear Mr. Foulke, I have an- 
swered in detail your questions and the 
statements of the News. You are quite 
welcome to print my answer; but I must 
frankly add that I don’t think any good 
wiN come from doing so. Mr. Delavan 
Smith is a conspicuous offender against 
the laws of honesty and truthfulness, but 
he does not stand alone. He occupies, 
for instance, the same evil eminence with 
such men as Mr. Laffan of the New York 
Sun, editorials of whose paper you or 
others have from time to time called to 
my attention, just as you have called 
to my attention these editorials of the 
Indianapolis News.

oods, is a matter of small consequence. 

It is utterly impossible to attempt to an- 
swer all of their falsehoods. When any 
given falsehood is exposed, they simply 
| repeat it and circulate another. If they 
| were mistaken in the facts, if they pos- 
}sessed in their make-up any shred of 
| honesty, it would be worth while to set 
|them right. But there is no question at 
all as to any ‘‘ mistake” or ‘‘ misunder- 
|standing”’ on their part. They state 
| what they either know to be untrue or 
|cculd by the slightest inquiry find out to 
be untrue. 

I doubt if they themselves remember 
|their own falsehoods for more than a 
| very brief period; and I doubt,still more 
whether anybody else does. Under these 
circumstances, it seems hardly

People Misled by Untruth. 

Of course, now and then I am willing

The German-British treaty, which was 
signed in October, 1900, contained certain 
fundamental] propositions regarding China, 
It bound the two countries to a faithful 
observation of the treaty rights of both 
throughout the Chinese Empire.

{York State this year entailed a loss of 
| $643,986.75 im property, with an added, §| 
{cost of $138,000 for fighting fire. This 
statement is made by State Forest, Fish, 
| and Game Commissioner Whipple, who 
'points out that this year’s losses can 
only be compared with that caused by | 
lthe forest fires of 19038, when the stand- | 
ling timber destroyed was valued at $666,- | 
207. 

This year the value 
was $136,920.75; standing timber, $497,- 
046, and buildings, $10,020. The cost to 
the State and to the railroads for patrol- 
ing the railroads, which has not here-| 
tofore been done, will amount to §$6,- 
409.52. 

Comparing the fires in the year 1908 
with those of 1903 there has been a much 
smaller loss in the destruction of prop- 
erty and a smaller cost for fire protec- 
tion in 1908, although there have been 
all told about 7UU fires started this year 
as against 377 fires in 1903. 

Much better work was done at a much 
less expense this year than in 1903. The

By Blasting Out Concrete That Former 
Wreckers Had Used to Keep the 
Water Out and Repaired Break. 


At the request of John Arbuckle, who 
raised the sunken cruiser Yankee from 

Ten and Chickens Shoals, at the western 
entrance to Buzzard’s Bay by air com- 
pressors, Capt. McAllister, Civil Engineer 
W. W. Wotherspoon, and R. O. King, 
consulting engineer, who had charge of 
salvaging the Yankee} issued yesterday a 
statement of the unfortunate accident in 
the storm of last Friday night, when one 
of the cruiser’s ports was crushed in by a 
j towing tug, and water rushed in, dis- 
abling the air-compressing machines and 
sinking the vessel. 

Capt. McAllister and his associates first 
tell of the sinking of the Yankee on Hen 
and Chickens Shoals during a thick fog 
on last Sept. 23.

“In the attempt to float the ship made 
by the first wreckers the opening of a 
water-tight door from hold No. 4 en- 
gulfed all the pumps.

“When the ship was dry and lightened 
her bow. was raised by depressing the 
stern by water and other weight, this 
plan being suggested by Mr. Arbuckle, 
This gave the ship very light draught for- 
ward. Cables were then laid to heavy 
anchors and the ship was hauled off the 
rocks at 4 P. M. Dec. 4. 


Taken in Tow With Difficulty. 


“There was a very heavy sea running 
at the time and the vessel was taken 
in tow with great difficulty. The vessel 
was headed for the lee of Penikese Isl- 
and, but the weather becoming worse, 
and the wire and manila hawsers being 
continually broken, it was decided to take 


her to New Bedford. At this time one 
of the towboats, while trying to get a 
hawser to the ship, collided with her, 
smashing in a row of portholes, 

“This flooded the deck where the air 
compressors were installed; besides put- 
ting the air compressors out of business, 
this water gave the ship a greater list 
to starboard, and it became evident that 
beaching was necessary. At this time the 
ship had been afloat for about twelve 
hours, and was in safe water, about 
twelve miles from the reef where she had 
lain so long. 

‘All of the wrecking crew were trans- 
ferred to the towboats.

FLEET PASSES SINGAPORE. 


Sperry’s Battleships Report Uneventful 


Voyage from Manila. 

SINGAPORE, Dec. 6.—The United States 
Atlantic battleship fleet, under Rear Ad- 
miral Sperry, passed through the harbor 
here. to-day. The stately procession of 
warships impressed both the experts, and 
the many spectators who had assembled 
on shore. The scout cruiser Yankton, 
which has been here for a few days, kept 
in constant communication with the fleet 
during its passage, but otherwise the bat- 
pe did not communicate with the 
shore, 

The flagship Connecticut when abreast 
of the fort saluted, and the salute was re- 
turned. Many launches and small steam- 
ers filled with spectators went out early 
to meet the American ships, and escorted 
them for some little distance. 

The Yankton this morning received a 
wireless message from the Connecticut 
to the effect that on Saturday evening the 
fleet was 145 miles off. The battleships 
were then steaming at a speed of eleven 
and one-half knots. The voyage from 
Manila, from which port the fleet sailed 
on Tuesday, was uneventful. The weather 
was fine and the sea smooth, and some 
time was given up to manoeuvring. 


AMERICANS NOT PROTECTED. 


Withdrawal of Gunboats Followed by 
Appeal to British. 


{ PEKING, Dec. 6.—Reports have been re- 
,celved here that the Americans in the 
Yang-tse-Kiang territory are indignant 
on account of the withdrawal of the 
American gunboats which went to Manila 
with the Pacific fleet for target practice, 
leaving no protection for Americans dur- 
ing the recent insurrection at Nanking. 
Because of this,. the American Consul 
General at Hankow, Willlam Martin, was 
compelled to ask the British representa- 


tive to look after American interests at 
Nanking. 

Since the authorities have received de-

The two revolutionary leaders remained 
together for some time at Gen. Simon’s 
headquarters, After what proved to be 
a very amicable meeting, Gen. Simon 
proclaimed Gen, Fouchard Chief Execu- 
tive of the Army, all the forts and the 
Haitian gunboats firing a _ salute of 
twenty-one guns. Following this the 
Oteri’s passengers came ashore and were 
greeted by the firing of musketry. 

Advices received here indicate that the 
Situation at Gonaives and St. Mare is 
grave, the movement in favor of Gen.

KOCH DISCREDITED—STRAUS. 


Declares Theory That Cattle Are Not 
Infectious Wrong and Harmful. 


At a meeting of the Judeans, an organi- 
zation of Hebrews well known in social 
and business circles, held in the Hotel 
Astor last night, Nathan Straus took di- 
rect issue with Dr, Koch's contention 
that bovine tuberculosis was not to be 
feared in so far as lung infection is con- 
cerned. Incidentally he stated that he 
had written to Dr. Koch, calling upon 
him to be bold enough to back down from 
his position, taken ten years ago, with 
regard to the matter, and had received no 
reply.

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THE BRITISH LIBERALS’ CRISIS. 
In his speech on Saturday evening, 
.as reported in the cable dispatches of 
‘Tue SunpAy Times, the British Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer declared that 
the end of the present Parliament was 
not so far off as many imagined. The 
fntimation is not surprising to those 
: who have watched the course of Eng- 
lish politics at all closely for the past 
three years. When the Liberals came 
fato power in England, with a heavier 
majority than any party had com- 
manded in years, we ventured to point 
out the probability that their triumph 
would be short lived. The chief reagon 
for this suggestion was that the suc- 
cess of the party was in effect a nega- 
tive one. Public opinion had been not 
so much for the Liberals as against the 
Conservatives, The latter party, worn 
and disintegrated by the stress off the 
war, had, under the compulsion 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s subtle and re- 
Hess political management, turned 
a form of protectionism as a means 
} recapturing the favor of the coun- 
and the country rejected the ap- 
-- peal the first moment a chance was of- 
fered, Mr. Baurour, with great inge- 
nuity and persistence, sought to defer 
“the test as long as he could, but the 
condition of the party was growing 
steadily more desperate, and finally the 
general elections came, and the party 
received what seemed a crushing de- 
feat. 
But the Liberals could not make a 
- party programme a Ministerial policy, 
simply from the negation of protection. 
They were obliged to proceed to affirm- 
ative action. The question of home rule 
had been formally put aside in the con- 
test, and could not be definitely taken 
up without completely dividing the 
party. There remained the question 
of education, the question of regulating 
the drink traffic, that of relieving 
trades unions of financial responsibil- 
ity for the acts of their members, and 
certain measures for the benefit of the 
laboring classes, of which the Old-Age 
Pension bill was the most important. 
The Trade Union bill and the Old-Age 
Pension bill are the only ones that have 
become law, and t ese were passed 
with little or no opposition from the 
Conservatives, and cannot be called 
party achievements. The Licensing bill 
has been thrown out by the Lords, two 
education bills have been introduced by

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


It is now 
month of the seventh year 
since Mont Pelée woke 
from its sleep of centuries 
and by a single exprosion, 
aimed with fatal accuracy at the little 
city of St. Pierre, killed all but one of its 
25,000 inhabitants, and of its stone build- 
ings left only a few shattered walls. As 
the town was the day after that most ap- 
palling disaster of modern times it still 
remains, for, though the mountain long 
recovered almost completely its former 
quietude, the people of Martinique are 
afraid of it, and though the tropical 
jungle is establishing itself on the de- 
vastated area, and, as seen from the sea, 
seems to have covered all except thé 
steeper slopes of the voleano, a nearer 
view reveals that the healing of the great 
wound has hardly begun. 

EDMUND OrT1s Hovey, who was sent to 
Martinique this year by the American 
Museum of Natural History to study the 
changes which have taken place since the 
eruption, says in an article contributed 
to the November Bulletin of the American 
Geographical Society that, as the site of 
St. Pierre is the natural outlet for a large 
and productive agricultural region, some 
sort of a town is sure to grow up there 
in time, but it is not yet even begun. 
Some of the main streets have been 
cleared of ashes and débris, there has 
been a little digging for valuables in a 
few of the better buildings, police head- 
quarters have been established in the 
ruined bank, and a hotel provides two 
rooms for occasional visitors. Except for 
& squatter or two, and one wooden wharf, 
that is all, and there is, in fact, even less 
of St. Pierre now than the day after the 
eruption, for many walls have since 
fallen, undermined by the tropic rains, 
and none has been rebuilt. 

Mr. Hovey, however, thinks the site 
safer than before, owing to the different 
formation of the new crater. The old one 
had high, firm walls on every side except 
that toward St. Pierre, but in that direc- 
tion there was a huge breach in the circle, 
and when the explosion came a concen- 
trated blast of flaming gases and incan- 
descent ashes was driven against the 
town as from the mouth of an enormous 
cannon. The new crater is complete, and 
the effects of another outburst are not 
likely to be disastrous. The present signs 
of voleanic activity, while numerous, are 
not alarming. They consist of ‘ fuma- 
roles,’’ small holes scattered over the

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KAISER BELL RINGS 
CHURGH’S 150TH YEAR 


| Gift of the German Emperor For- 
mally Dedicated by the Ger- 
man Reformed Congregation. 


HYMN SUNG IN HIS HONOR

A Great Gathering Fills the Church, 
Which Was Founded Before 
the Revolution. 


The German Reformed Church of East 
Sixty-elghth Street, one of the oldest 
churches in the country, which made part 
of the pre-Revolutionary history of New 
York City, of which John 
Jacob Astor, the first, was a prominent 
member, yesterday celebrated its one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary and 
formally received and consecrated the big 
bell presented to it by Emperor William 
of Germany. Many clergymen of the 
church were present, and the crowds 
which came to attend the service of pres- 
entation and consecration filled the build- 
ing. to overflowing. 

The celebration of the anniversary be- 
gan at the morning service, and will be 
continued several days, the last service to 
be held Wednesday evening. The presen- 
j tation of the bell took place at the after- 
| noon service, the Rev. Dr. John S. Allen, 
| President of the New York Classis of the 
Reformed Church 6f America, officiating; 
the pastor of the church, the Rev. Julius 
Jaeger, receiving the bell from Dr. Carl 
Buenz, German Consul General. 

A feature of the day was an address 
ho German by the Rev. Dr. John Oerter, 
|pastor of the Fourth German Reformed 
{Church in America, at 412 West Forty- 
fifth Street. Dr. Oerter is a man of 76 
now, with snow white hair’ and beard, 
and fifty years ago he was one of the 
speakers at the church's one hundredth 
anniversary. The Rev. Dr. David J. Bur- 
irell of the Collegiate Reformed Church 
made the English congratulatory ad- 
dress. 

The service was half in English and 
half in German. The walls of the church 
| were almost solidly massed with the Ger- 
man and American flags. Outside the 
church souvenir men were on hand with 
little fac simile bells, fastened to bows of 
ribbon, showing the German colors.

To the Bditor of The New York Times: 
No doubt most people are aware that in the

There are two methods of relieving the press- | 


ure upon the courts. The first is to elect more 
Justices; but this would entail a great expense 
upon the people who, Heaven knows, are taxed 
enough at present. The second method is to 
employ some means whereby the Justices on the 
bench at present would be forced to work 
harder. 

For instance, if we should go down to the 
Supreme Court to-day we would find that it is 
| practically closed—except for motions and ex 
parte matters. Why is this? Because they 
sit in a different part each month, and If the 
first day of the month falls on a week day, 
court is not held until the following Monday. 
This means a loss of fe days, and there being

r of Catholic President, Says 
Father McDermott.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6.—‘‘ In the last 
anaylsis the protests of the ministers 
against the President’s letter amount to 
this: that the people is priest, the people 
is God.” So declared the Rev. Daniel I. 
McDermott, rector of old St. Mary’s, in a 


lecture there to-night on ‘‘ The Preachers’ 
Protest Against the President’s Denuncia- 
tion of Religicus Bigotry in Politics.” 

Father McDermott recalled the answer 
which Christ made to the disciples of the 
Pharisees and Herodians when trey asked 
if tribute were lawful. “‘ Render, there- 
fore, unto Caesar the things that are Cae- 
sar’s, and to God the things that are 
God's."" The resolutions of certain Luth- 
eran, Baptist, Methodist, and Presby- 
terlan ministers he said involved a con- 
fusion of these two things. He added: 

“ As soon as the President's letter was 
published these reverend representatives 
of religious bodies took issue with him— 
but only on one point, They conceded that 
it would be ‘ unwarranted bigotry’ to vote 
against a Jew or Unitarian candidatd for 
the Presidency on account of his religion, 
but they stoutly contended that those who 
voted against qa Catholic on account of his 
religion were moved to do so only by pure 
patriotism, by a desire to preserve our re- 

ublican institutions, which would be 
mperiled.”’ 

After declaring that the election of a 
Catholic President was so remote a possi- 
bility that Mr. Roosevelt might safely 
have been left “to indulge the illusion 
of a bigotless age,"’ instead of being at- 
tacked as if his letter were a new form 
of that fatal horse which the Greeks 
brought into Troy, Father McDermott 
asked how, even in case there were a 
Catholic President, he could really im- 
peril our institutions. 

“The Catholic President,’” he said, 
“would have to accomplish this entirely 
alone or with the aid of the Pope. He 
alone could succeed only through force or 
through argument. If he could succeed 
in foreing 75,000,000 of Americans to 
change their form of government and to 
abandon their cherished institutions, 
where is their boasted courage? If he 
could persuade them to accept voluntarily 
all the enormities of Papal domination as 
described by the resolutions, where is 
their boasted intelligence? 

“Tf he alone is unequal to the task 
how could the Pope aid him? The Bish- 
op of Rome has neither fleet nor army, 
nor powerful political ally. He is a pris- 
oner of the Vatican. To try, then, 
play upon the fears of a Papal domina- 
tion in the event of the election of 
Catholic as Président assumes on the 
part of American an amount of stupidity 
and cowardice which does them no 
credit.”’

‘We entertain sympathy for the shop- 
girl,” said Dr. MacArthur, “ but are led 


to put off our work until it is too late. | 


The shops just before Christmas are full 
of people, the air is vitiated, and. the 
girls are worn out. We can remedy this 
condition. If weary and exhausted the 
girls are more likely to make mistakes, 
which perhaps cost them half a week’s 
salary. 

“T ask you to be considerate of these 
girls in the stores. Do not tax them by 
crowding a month's purchasing into one 
week’s time. I would also advise all who 
have positions in the shops at this sea= 
son to be as calm and as self-controlled 
as possible.”’ 

Of the use of the evergreen trees at 
Christmas, Dr. MacArthur said: 

“How came we to adopt this custom, 
which is one of the many taken fromthe 
heathen? We are deforesting many por- 
tions of our State and country. We 
ought to save the trees to prevent floods 
and give the proper amount of shade. 
To do my share !n the work I have for- 
bidden the purchase of evergreen trees by 
this church for the coming holidays.” 


DR. ABBOTT ON MIRACLES. 


Telis Yale Men He Believes No Force 
of Nature Was Ever Suspended.

Present Him to His New 
Congregation. 


HE IS A HIGH CHURCHMAN 


Comes of an Old Southern Family and 
Has Made a Name in the Diocese _ 
of Central New York. 


The Rev. Dr. William W. Bellinger, for 
the last nine years rector of Grace Churen, 
Utica, became the Vicar of St, Agnes’s 
Chapel on West Ninety-second Street, 
near Cclumbus Avenue, yesterday morn- 
ing, succeeding the Rev. William T. Man- 
ning, who became rector of Trinity par- 
ish on the death of the late Rev. Dr. Mor- 
gan Dix. 

Dr. Bellinger was presented to the con- 
gregation by Bishop Greer of the Diocese 
of New York, and Dr. Manning. Bishop 
Greer welcomed him on behalf of the dio- 
cese, while Dr. Manning extended the 
welcome of Trinity parish, in which St. 
Agnes is one of the most prominent 
churches. Dr, Manning told Dr. Bellinger 
that from his own experience as Vicar of 
St. Agnes he was able to assure him of 
the hearty support of his new congrega- 
tion in his work. 

Dr. Bellinger, before delivering his ser- 
mon, formally thanked Bishop Greer and 
Dr. Manning for their words, but in his 
sermon did not refer to his new work, 
that discourse being entirely of a splritual 
nature. In addition to Bishop Greer and 
Dr. Manning, those who participated in 
the services were the Revs. George A. 
Hanna, William C, Rodgers, and Frederic 
C. Lauderburn, curates, and the Rev. Her- 
bert G. Purchase, priest assistant of St. 
Agnes’s Chapel. 

Dr. Bellinger, the new Vicar, is known 
as a conservative High Churchman, and 
has for years been prominent in Central 
New York. He is known as a capable 
administrator, and is said to be thorough- 
ly in sympathy with the traditions aed 
principles of Trinity parish. 

Dr. Bellinger will be 45 years old on 
Christmas Day, he having been born in 
Richland County, S. C., in 1863, his family 
being then, as to-day, one of the most 
prominent in that State, one of hig rela- 
tives being Duncan G. Bellinger, former 
Attorney General and one of the begt- 
known prosecutors of criminal cases in 
South Carolina. Edmund. Bellinger, the 
last of the landgraves of South Carolina, 
is one of his ancestors. ; 

Dr. Bellinger was educated at Unton 
College, Schenectady, N. Y., graduating 
in 1883. After his graduation from Un- 
ion College he entered the General Theo- 
logical Seminary of, the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, from which he was gradu- 
ated in 1884, and soon thereafter went 
to Brooklyn as the assistant-rector of 
St. Mary’s Church there, and when the 
rector of St. Mary’s died, in 1890, he su>- 
ceeded to that position, which he retained 
until October, 1899, when he went to 
Utica to become the rector of Grace 
Church, that city. 

As rector of Grace Church Dr. Bellinger 
succeeded the Rev. Dr. Charles T. Olm- 
sted, who had resigned to become vicar 


}of St. Agnes’s Chapel in New York. Dr. 


Olmsted remained as vicar of St. Agnes’s 
three years, when he resigned to become 
Bishop of the Diocese of Central New 
York, his successor as vicar being Dr. 
Manning, now rector of Trinity Parish, 
who is Dr. Bellinger’s predecessor. 


In Utica Dr. Bellinger took an active 
fart in public affairs, and was recently 
appointed by Gov, Hughes a manager of 
the Utica State Hospital. In 1904, and 
again in 1907, he was a delegate to the 
Episcopal General Convention. Dr. Bel- 
} \inger is married and has a daughter and 
three sons. His family will come to New 
York in January. 


PRESIDENT ELIOT ASSAILED. 


The Rev. E. C. Towne Says He Is a 
Hypocrite in His Stand on Liquor.

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 6.—A sensa-

Jersey’s Leading Financier, Born 


a Farmer’s Son, First Be- 


came a Bank Messenger. 


PROMINENT IN_ POLITICS 


He Was a Democrat and Tried for the 
Governorship—Head and Direc- 
tor of Many Enterprises. 


Edward Faitoute Condict Young, New 
Jersey's leading financier, died yesterday 
at his home, Glenwood Avenue and Hud- 
son Boulevard, Jersey City, after two 
years of practical inyalidism, which a 
complication of diseases made acute re- 
cently. Although his seventy-three years 
and his physical disability had made it 
impossible for him of late to take active 
part in his widely scattered banking and 
industrial enterprises, Mr. Young re- 
tained to the last his official connection 
with the twenty-four financial and indus- 
trial enterprises in which he was either 
an officer or Director. 


Born a farmer's son near Morristown, 


=. Young started his business life at the 
bottom as messenger in Jersey City, and 
all through his career had centred his in- 
terests in New Jersey, although as his 
fortune grew his financial connections ex- 


tended to this city, and he had long been 
a Director in the Liberty National Bank 
and the Bankers’ and Bowling Green 
Trust Companies. Although primarily a 
banker he had been the prime mover in 
the commercial development of Jersey 
City and the father of the rapid transit 
system there as well as actively inter- 
ested in other publie utilities. Early in 
his career he was a prominent figure in 
Democratic politics, and although it is 
long since he held office he retained up 
to the last his influence in the councils 
of his party. 

Mr. Young was born in 1835 and was 
ieft fatherless‘at an early age. His wid- 
‘owed mother brought him to New York 
when he was 8 years old and he got his 
first business chance as a messenger in 
the Hudson County Bank, with which he 
remained until he had been promoted to 
assistant cashier. His next employer was 
the Mechanics and Traders’ Bank of Jer- 
sey City, which later became the First 
National Bank, ,and it was this institu- 
tion, of which he became President thirty 
years ago, which was the first ,instru- 
ment of his financial success. He re- 
mained President of this bank up to the 
time of his death, and owns most of its 
Btock. . : 

During the years of his greatest activ- 
ity Mr. Young was connected with more 
enterprises than any other individual in 
his State, and his name became foremost 
jin the financial and commercial affairs 
of his State. He acted as receiver for the 
Sugar and Cordage Trusts, and took an 
equally prominent part in other reorgan- 
| : — nana of important. New Jersey corpora- 
tions. 

In politics Mr, Young was practically 
the State leader of the Democrats for a 
number of years and had held many minor 
offices, having been Alderman, Freehold- 
er, and City Treasurer in Jersey City, and 
was a member of the Martin Act Commis- 
sion. He also served five years in the 
State Railroad Board. He was one of 
the Democratic Presidential Electors in 
1880, and was a delegate to the conven- 
tion which nominated Grover Cleveland 
four years later. One of his few faliiures 
in politics was when he lost the nomina- 
tion for Governor on the Democratic 
ticket in 1892 after a hard fight. That 
was his last attempt to obtain political 
preferment for himself. 

All of his life Mr. Young lived quietly, 
and even after his wealth was counted 
in millions preferred to remain in the 
house which he built on the Hudson 
Boulevard soon after its completion, in 
the early nineties, to crossing over to 
the Manhattan side of the river. He 
was a liberal contributor to churches, 
without regard to sect, though he was a 
member of St. John’s Episcopal Church. 
One of his latest gifts was a bell to All 
Saints’ Catholic Church, in the Lafayette 
district. He leaves a large estate, but 
its value will not be known, his lawyers 
say, until his executors make an account- 
ing, as it consists almost entirely of 
stocks and secunities. Ho is survived by 
his wife, who was Miss Harriet Strover; 
one son, and one daughter, 

Among other important business connec- 
tions, Mr. Young was President of the 
Joseph Dixon %rucible Company, the 
American Graphite Company, the Acker 
Process Company, Hudson County Gas 
Company, the North Jersey Land Com- 
pany, and the Consolidated Traction Com- 
pany. Besides being President of the 
First National Bank, he was head of the 
Pavonia Trust Company, and was a Di- 
rector in eight other financial institu- 
tions, as well as in several industrial en- 
terprises. 


WM. IRELAND KNAPP DEAD.

BRITISH RAIL PRICES.

The present charter is loaded down with 
fossil sections, with repetitions of sections 
from the Penal Code, from the Code of 
Civil Procedure, from the Code of Crimi- 
nal Procedure, from the Public Officers 
Law and from the Civil Service Laws. 
The evil has been a matter of fifty years’ 
growth, and no has heretofore ever 
sought to redistribute all the matter 
which has been collected improperly in 
the charter to its proper place in the 
general pian of legislation for che city.

boy has seen the great 


the men who have built those bridges. 
He has seen the skyscrapers built. Blec- 
tricity has been explained to him. He has 
not the awe of it as the country boy has 
of the bolt from the*sky which has killed 
his friend. Who of you, born in the coun- 
try, does not remember the great world 
beyond your horizon? 

“This is the disadvantage of the city 
boy—the unquiet and pettiness and nar- 
rowness which bring home to him that he 
is swallowed up in the crowd, an insig- 
nificant atom in the throng. These are 
the forces which show the city boy his 
limitations. 

‘“‘And the great spaces magnify the im- 
portance of the country boy. Is the city 
boy above the country boy? is a question 
often asked. I know something of both, 
for I was born and bred in the country. 
The city boy is not so different from the 
country boy. He is better off. I have 
said before, many times, and have 


caused unfavorable criticism in so doing. 
Why, the air of the poorest tenement is} 
seldom worse than that in a farmhouse 
in Winter. 

The contests held in this city, in which 
80 per cent. of all the classes must enter 
show that in the mest congested parts 
of the city the best showing is made. 
This is not an argument for congestion, 
however. This environment of the city 
is made by man. No feeling of majesty 
is inspired by it in the mind of the city 


boy. 

‘My subject is the education of the 
city boy. And the first question is, Who 
is the boy? ‘There are many answers. 
The doctor who attends his caming into 
he world and his leaving it will tell you 
e is a complex physical mechanism. 
“The lawyer gives you another answer 
—that the boy is an immature person, a 
word of the generation ahead. The po- 
liceman will teil you he is a potential 
mischiefmaker, a human automobile., The 
economist says of him that he is the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. And the poet 
comes along and says the boy is some 
one who has come from another world, 
trailing a string of flowers. To the man- 
ufacturer he is the ‘hand’ and tu the 
preacher the soul. 

“To the teacher he is all of these, 
potential producer, a hand, a brain, fe | 
a soul, a being in whom all the past con- 
verges and the future diverges. 

*T once received a letter from John 
Hay, in which was inclosed a photograph 
of him when he was in his early twenties. 
He said: ‘ Take good care of that photo- 
graph, for he is a dear boy. He has 
much before him.’ It was a great man 
looking back."’
